In view of disturbances in November, 1969, at Prince 
Georges Community College (PGCC) the captioned group claimed 
to have created and as the. group has been passing out literature 
sympathetic to the Black Panther Party (BPP) at this college 
during the past few months, Baltimore is to return this matter k 
to a pending status. 


Additional coverage must be developed at PGCC as it is ‘ 
evident information is being obtained only through one established ~ ~ 
source who is the Dean of Students. Bulet to all offices 

wi LG2 captioned "Black Student.Groups on College Campuses, RM" 
contains instructions regarding investigations of black student 
groups on college campuses. It is emphasized in this letter that 
it will be necessary to have sufficient coverage to be kept 
advised of the aims and activities of these groups so that the 
Bureau will be advised in advance of their plans to engage in 
violence or disruptive activities on the campus. 


Baltimore should attempt to obtain through established 
sources copies of the literature sympathetic to the BPP being 
passed out by the BSU. Charles Earl Parker was named in rerep as 
the leader of the BSU. Therefore, Baltimore is to initiate invegt- 
wi igation to develop background information and determine if he hag 
“connections with black extremist organizations or has been engag

A statement read, to the 
‘ trustees b; ion, 
one ‘ of the Ne sudcea 
termed the trustees’ response 
“tokenism” and “unjust and 
disériminatory.” : 
“We maintain that this 
school .will. change or this 
school ‘will die,” Hampton said. : 
Twice ,last, night about 40 
black students waiked out of 
the board of trustees meeting, 
held on the school’s Largo, Md., 
campus. “County “Sheriff . Wil- 
liam’ J...

A photographer -employed 
by’ the sheriff's office re- 
mained at the meeting photo- 
graphing the black students. 

College President Dr. Wat- 
son F, Pindell said later thé 
school administration had 
called the sheriff's office and 
had expected -that deputies 
would be in the area, although 
not necessarily on campus. 

After the student group re- 
jected the trustees’ response 
to their demands, they walked 
out the second time. 

Board member Chester E, 
Whiting then. said he wanted 

- to be sure that school admin- 
istration channels would be 
" open to the students. Member 
Louis J. DiTrani replied that 
the board‘had héard nothing 
to indicate that students had 


. been denied an administrative 


hearing. 

Last “Wednesday’s ‘demon. 
stration, in which about 50 
black students ‘took over the 
cafeteria and blew a hole in 
a jukebox with a large fire- 
cracker,. came following re- 
ports that funds for the col- 
"‘lege’s Black Student Union 
would be withheld because 
DiTrani was concerned about 
the group’s activities. 

In their statement last 
night, the trustees repeated a 
statement made following the 
demonstration that all bar- 
riers to release of the funds 
for both ‘the black student un- 
ion and the local Students for 
a Democratic Society ‘were 
cleared before the demonstra- 
tion took place. ¢

Students Walk Out; Refuse 


The Black Students Union, whether persent or not, dominated ‘the No- 
vember 10th meeting of the Board of Trustees. Locked doors, an over- 
abundance of police officers, slogans and- epithets all. added to a confusing 
meeting. 

Immediately ‘after the approval of the minutes’ Dr. Pesci, Vice-Chairman 
of the Board, moved that the ruling of the Board on the BSU demands, 
which originally was placed fifth on the agenda, become the_first order 
of business. Before reading the prepared reply, Dr. Johnson, Chairman of 
the Board, stated the following: (1) this: is a formal meeting and“‘(2) due 
to the lack of time, the Board will permit no interruptions or questions, 
Dr. Johnson asked that any questions arising from the Board’s reply should’ 
be submitted through the proper chanrels (deans, the presidents of either 

- college or the SGA, etc.). He then read the following statement: . 


REPLY OF ‘BOARD OF TRUSTEES TO PROPOSALS 
SUBMITTED BY A GROUP OF BLACK STUDENTS - 


The first proposal tne Board considered deals with the employment ol 
black, personnel—faculty, administrators, counselors and staff. Currently, the 
College employs six black faculty members, a black nurse, and three’ 
black staff members. The college has a deep and continuing interest in ob+ 
taining qualified black instructors. Since other colleges are also actively re- 
cruiting the same group the demand far exceeds the supply. We, therefore, 
invite community groups to bring to our attention black instructors qualified 
to teach in college. ‘ 


jhe second proposal to which the Board directed its attention concerns 
the active recruitment of black high school graduates. Since admission to, 
this College is not based on race or color, enrollment of black high schooll 
students is encouraged on -the same conditions as those applying to all other, 
students. The “open door” policy of the community college is such that a 
student is ‘required to have only a high school diploma or to. have passed 
the state-administered G.E.D. Test (General Educational Development Test) 
to be admitted to the College. As a matter of fact, Admissjons representa- 
tives visited the Fairmont Heights High School on October 28 to give in- 
terested seniors an opportunity to learn first: hand about the College . and 
what it offers. 


Although the tuition is only $125.00 a semester, financial need prevents 
some qualified students from getting a college ‘education, Both County 
and Federal aid is available in the form of scholarships, work-study grants, 
and loans. A review of our records of financial aid discloses that 23% 
of the students receiving assistance are black. Clearly, within the limits of 
our resources, the basis for help is need not race. ‘ 


The third proposa: taken up by the Board advocates active participation 
by the College in support of the black community. Since the College takes 
its name (community college) from a concern which is uniquely empha- 
sized among institutions of higher learning, no activity is more appropriate 
than participation with local associations in their efforts to improve the 
economic and educational circumstances of County citizens, Two examples 
of. what the college is doing in this field should be mentioned. The first is 
the Day Care Assistants Course. This instruction provided state-required 
training at a nominal fee for persons who could not have obtained it. in 


any other way. Of the seventeen who completed the course, seven were black. « 


The second example of college involvement ‘in community propiems is 1ts 
participation in the, Model Cities Program. In May of 1969 the College 
applied for and has since received a federal grant-which will enable it 
to work with the Model. Cities Program, This project, which has. been 
authorized for $20,640 by the College along with the County and Federal 
goverenments, will begin this winter. It proposes to bring together key people 
from the County and Model Cities to identify the problems of the area, 
to examine the programs now attempting their solution, and to mobilize ad- 
ditional public and private resources of the County for a more extensive at- 
tack on the ills of the community. 

The Director of Community Services is hereby assigned the task of in- 


vestigating the possibilities of expanding and implementing. programs which * 


affect the -black community. 

The fourth proposal insists that white instructors should not teach black 
courses. The origin of this proposal arises from the feeling expressed by 
black students that to teach a black studies course the instructor must be 
black. The Board cannot subscribe to this thesis. As a matter of fact, such

This group, chaired by the Dean of Aca- 
demic Affairs, is made up of faculty from all divisions and students, Any 


a=group of students advocating the development and adoption of new courses 


may present their suggestions to the Commitee ‘for consideraion. : 
The sixth proposal call for the establishment of a Black Student Review 
Board, This proposal implies that black students should be judged by dif- 
ferent standards than white students or that only black people can judge 
black sudents. In both cases the Board denies the validity of such an as- _ 
sumption. All individuals enrolled in the College, regardless of color, are 
properly grouped under the one classification of students. It goes, almost | 
without saying, that the composition of such college review boards in any 
area should reflect this same principle, That is, qualified students or faculty ; 
members, regardless of color, are eligible for service in this capactiy, This ; 
pratice is being followed. a 


The seventh proposal asks that funds for the black ‘group ‘be released | 

and that scholarship and community programs should be funded in accord- 
‘ ance with the initial budget request. : 

Originally the Board considered the question as to whether or not it 
would directly decide on requests from student organizations to be funded 
-out of student activity funds or leave this matter in the hands of the Presi- 
dent who has handled it in previous years. .... Because of the late- 
ness of the hour, his decision was not consunimated at the Board meet- 
ing of October 2. In order that this delay might not cramp the planned 
activity of any club, permission was given for necessary interim spending 
during the period in which the Board of Trustees was deliberating. On 
"Wednesday morning, thé President of the College was told that an informal 
poll of the Board revealed its unanimous decision to continue the practice 
of leaving the approval of the Student Government Association’s budget 
completely within the President's auhority, He immediately gave his ap- 
proval to the Student budget and notified the President of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association that funds could be disbursed immediately. It should be 
clear, therefore, first, that student use of budget funds.had never been com- 
-pletely cut off, and second, that full use of the funds had been given be- 
fore the disturbance in the cafeteria on Wednesday afternoon. 

Finally, since the budget cuts.in any club requests were made by the 
Student Government Association and not by the College Administration or 
the Board of Trustees, appeals for the restoration of funds should be 
addressed to the Student Government Association, 

The Board cannot conclude its remarks on these proposals without re- 
ferring to its general responsibility. for the happenings on the campus. 
Its concern for the maintenance of decorum and discipline throughout the 
College is genuine and abiding. . It is profoundly disturbed by the destruction 
of, the juke box in the cafeteria on Wednesday, November 5. This was a 
criminal ‘act. We heartily support the President in a thorough investigation 
of this matter so that the offenders may be discovered and prosecuted. 

_ The Board cannot tolerate efforts by any group to take conrol of any build- 
ing or even a room on this campus. 

It should be clearly understood that this Board always'acts out of concern. 
never out of fear. ;

125B was a room full of discontented black students as well as a few 
whites who saw the decision as an unjust and discriminatory act. The whole 
incident became a chain of reactions. The students were tight and tense and 
by no means satisfied with actions that were taken on the demands, Disbarred 
from the student meeting was a press reporter from the Star. A student 
walked to the door and flatly refused the reporter admittance to the meeting 
by politely closing the door in his face, 
“Charles Parker, the president of BSU, came in late to the board meet- 
ing and he was a little puzzled as to what had. been said. Parker realized 
after dicussing what had been said, that in reality black students had been 
allotted two out of the original seven demands, 


. to return to the meeting and question the board or take another measure on 
the matter. Keith Wilson, a black student, spoke angrily about the board’s 
decision and took the stand:that the black students should return and ques- 
tion the board.-In the first phase of the meeting some felt this idea was 


good but as the meeting progressed a little further the majority felt there : 


was no neéd to return, the reason being that the board was not going to 
change its decision. All of the students were disenchanted with the board 
and by the students’ expressions there was no feeling of love for the 
board at ali. ! oh : 


-Althuogh at that momerit many black students felt there was: no need 
; to go back, Keith Wilson persisted.that he was going back even if it meant 
going alone. Charles Parker then told the group that either we all go’ or 
none of. us go, Several times the’ sergeant of arms, Reggie Jackson, had to 
keep order because of loud outbursts, but as soon as he spoke the stu- 
dents got quiet. The black students showed respect and admiration for Reg- 
gie by complying to his wishes, : ; 


Ivy, Young, a strong individual and an outspoken black student, made 
the suggestion to the group to make out-a statement to present to the 
board and let everybody in room agree upon it. The idea was taken and 
a group of black students left the room to compose a statement, Later on 
a student returned to say,that the doors-were locked and they were not

About 9:00 the small ‘group returned and Clarence Hampton read thé 
statement asking agreement. from the other black students. Following the 
reading of the BSU’s statement the black and white students proceeded to 
walk out towards room 116, ¥ 


Black students returned to the scene of the crime in room 116 only to 
find that the doors were closed to any black face as well as any White face. 
The students gathered around the door where several plain clothed ' police 
barred the door. . : 


The policeman told the student that Dr. Rennie gave orders to lock the 
door and allow no one to enter . The students by this time were in no 
mood to play hide-and-go-seek. Clarence Hampton immediately shouted to 
-the press. to come closer and take pictures of the now closed meeting, In 
two seconds caméras were flashing while the students shouted remarks into 
the auditorium. a : 

One of the plain clothes policemen asked the studnets not to, block a 
door. One black student told’ the policeman, “We are not blocking the

, way. Black students and white by-passed Johnson to enter the auditorium. 
<=> Before allowing the BSU and other groups to make their statements, Dr. 
Johnson attempted to clarify the remarks which he had made prior to his 
{ reading of the Board’s reply to BSU demands. “The Chair did net mean to 
1 stifle response to its policy statement,” he said. “The Board merely feels 
‘that these questions are best handled by the” adminisration and student 
groups. An unfortunate interpretation was placed on’my words.” To ques- 
’ tions of the Board’s knowledge of extra police forces on campus, ‘Dr. John- 
son replied, “The Board is aware of the normal security forces. ‘The. Chair- 
man was not aware of the two vehicles (paddy wagons which had been 
drawn up to the Classroom Building), or the extra sheriffs and deputies. I 
felt that they were unnecessary and ‘requested removal of the vehicles.” 

Dr. Johnson, at this time, reaffirmed his faith in the responsiveness of the 
administration, backed up by Trustee Louis DiTrani, who stated that he 
{nasa “had -no évidence that the administration shut its mind to student demands.” 
veorts rp qie. Following these remarks Dr. Johnson relinquished the floor to three stu- 

¥ dent speakers: Clarence Hampton of BSU, John Zimmerman of the SDS, and 
SGA President Jay Bricker (who was speaking for himself, not the. SGA).

A. AIMS AND PURPOSES 


The BSU at the UM is described as, for the 
most part, a social organization. Activities of the 
BSU consist mainly of meetings between the faculty 
and black students at the UM to create dialogue and 
establish a certain rapport between the faculty and 
students. At these meetings, the BSU has stressed 
that the administration offer more courses in black 
studies and history of the Negro race. 


B. NAME OF OFFICER 


LEWIS MARTIN is the President of the BSU at 
Prince Georges Community College.

investigation is being conducted regarding this matter. 


No dfigsemination is being made to any out- 
side agency due to the nature of the inquiry and because 
the leaders of the BSU at the Prince Georges Community 
College show no apparent threat to the Security of the 
United States or any of its leaders.
